Fingerprint

City Council yesterday re- 
jected a proposal to exempt 
drivers of passenger-carrying 
vehicles for hire from an or- 
dinance requiring that they 
be fingerprinted. Included in 
the group are 1,200 trackless 
trolley and bus operators of 
the public transit system. 

Councilman Joe Allen, of the 
Second Ward, introduced the 
measure which was designed to 
exempt operators who did not 
voluntarily submit to fingerprint- 
ing as a prelude to checking court 
records. The vote was 13 to 2. 

Council did pass a sop to the 
drivers. They cut the cost of driv- 
ers-for-hire permits from $5 to $3 
at the suggestion of Councilman 
John White, of the Fifth Ward. 

The governing body also amend- 
ed the “fingerprint” ordinance to 
make Council approval necessary 
before any driver could be de- 
prived of his permit under the 
new regulation. This provision, 
sponsored by Councilman Lee 
Field, of the Second Ward, won 
on an eight-to-seven vote.

“THERE IS ENOUGH atomic energy in the body of one man to 
destroy the city of New York,” says a prominent physicist. We 
read these words with surface understanding, but let us try to press 


them deep into our minds and realize them.

self to be.” Believe you are defeated, believe it long enough, and 
it is likely to become a fact—even thought ‘“‘there is enough atomic 
energy in the body of one man to destroy the city of New York.” 


But notice: People who achieve happiness and success are 
those who, when they tend to sink into a depressed mood, 
shake it off by refusing to accept the idea of defeat. Thev 
refuse to entertain the thought that situations and circum- 
stances, or their enemies, have them down. 

They know it is the THOUGHT of defeat that causes defeat, 
so they practice thinking positive thoughts. Indomitable thoughts, 
thoughts of faith surge through their minds. They train their minds 
to think victory. As a result, they gain victory. 

* * * 

BASICALLY, the inferiority complex — habitually feeling in- 
ferior to others—arises from wrong thinking acquired either in 
childhood or as a result of later experiences. An inferiority complex 
may be defined as a system of emotionally toned ideas ranged 
around one central idea—disbelief in one’s self. 

Know yourself—change yourself—that is very important. But 
there is an even deeper factor in eradicating inferiority, and it is 
to be found among the vast psychological riches of the Bible. 
Among the possible methods, one of the best and surest is the for- 
mula contained in the words, “If God be for us, who can be against 
us?” (Romans 8:31.) 

That formula has incalculable potency. If you believe what 
those words imply, you will develop faith in your own powers. 
Furthermore, you will.discover that faith releases forces which 
come powerfully to your aid. 


. FOOTBALL PLAYER'S STORY 

Let me give you a graphic illustration of the manner in which 
this formula works. 

In Cedar Rapids, lowa, 1 met: Arthur Poe, one of the famous 
six Poe brothers who played football at Princeton around the turn 
of the century. The Poes are probably the most famous football 
fpmily im American athletic history, for all six of the brothers 


were stars of the first magnitude. 


That night in my speech in Cedar Rapids, I emphasized 
at some length the power of positive thinking, and asserted 
that practice of the techniques of faith makes it possible for 
a person to overcome difficulties. Positive thinking was out 
lined as a cure for the inferiority complex. 


After the meeting a man introduced himself as Arthur Poe. He 
said: “You are right about the power of positive thought, and my 
own experience has proven to me conclusively what real faith 
can do. Without it I would have had a terrible inferiority com- 


plex.” 


WHEN HE WENT up to Princeton as Poe No. 5, having been 
preceded by four great football brothers, he, too, wanted to carry 
on the family tradition. He went out for football and made the 
freshman team. 

But late in the season he suffered a severe injury to his leg. 
The doctors told him that he would never again be able to play 
football. Naturally, he was heartbroken. Throughout the Winter 
and Summer he nursed his leg, but the verdict held that he was 
through with football. 

Finally, at his mother’s suggestion, Poe adopted the mental 
attitude of putting the matter of his injured leg in the hands 

of God. He developed the capacity and skill of having faitb. 

He practiced mentally accepting the formula: “If God be for 

us, who can be against us?” 

“As a result,” he said, “I played football at Princeton.” 

I looked up the athletic record of Arthur Poe at Princeton, and 
found that when he said, “I played footbal] at Princeton,” he was 
engaging In magnificent understatement. He did play, and with 
such brilliance that the memory of his athletic exploits still has 
the power to thrill old Princetonians, and others of a later genera- 
tion who hear the story. ; 


FORGETS LEG, RUNS LIKE DEER 


It was Nov. 12, 1898. The big Princeton-Yale game was in 
progress. No score had been made. Princeton was being forced 


back toward its own goal line. Yale, marching down the field, 
apparently could not be stopped. But Durston, of Yale, fumbled, 
and a boy who they said could never again play football scooped 
up the ball. 

Shaking off Yale tacklers, he started to run. He forget about 
his leg. He ran like a sprinter. Down the field he went, as fleet 
as a deer—thrilling, inspiring. Ninety-five. yards, the length of 
the field, he ran, crossing the goal line 10 feet ahead of the near- 
est Yale man. Arthur Poe, running on a leg that was supposed 
to be incapacitated, beat Yale singlehanded. The final score 
was 6-0. 

On Nov. 25, 1899, Yale and Princeton were again battling for 
supremacy. It was the last 30 seconds of play. Suddenly the ball 
shot into the hands of Arthur Poe. He fel) back as if to kick, 
but nobody expected him to kick, for with that bad leg he had 
never before attempted it. Everybody expected him to run, but 
he did not have time to run. 

It was kick or nothing. Arthur Poe drew back, dropped the 
ball: his toe caught it, and in a beautiful are it sailed across the 
goal post, touching the ground just as pe whistle blew, and Prince 
ton won by a single point. one 

ARTHUR POE did fot tell me this story. When I read the ac- 
count I have just summarized, I remembered the conviction in his 
voice as he said that all his life long he had practiged the principle 
that a man can overcome any obstacle by a simple faith in God. 

How easy it would have been for young Pee to have 
developed an inferiority complex! He could easily have 
been thwarted in his ambition toe play football and, what is 
worse, he could have gone through life defeated by an inner 
sense of inadequacy. He refused te accept an inferiority 
complex. Arthur Poe got rid of it before it took root by the 
simple expedient of intelligently employing his religious faith. 

The victim of the inferiority complex always tends to think he 
is defeated. Thinking so helps to produce that outcome. But the 
mental attitude of putting up a fight gets results, especially when 
you have developed and regularly practiced the thought pattern 
that you have an invincible ally. - 

Say it this way: “If God be for me, who ean be against me?”

To Live Longer 


| An Atlanta chemistry professor 
who attended the birth of the 
atom bomb said here yesterday 
ithat atomic radiation is of less 
|danger to the emplovee at Oak 
Ridge than to the doctor working 
with X-ravs and fluoroscopes. 

i Dr. William H. Jones, professor 
of chemistry at Emory University, 
‘explained the average nuclear en- 
‘ergy worker is exposed to no more 
than one-fifteenth of a permissible 
dose of the deadlv rays in a vear. 
On the other hand, he said an 
exposure of only two minutes be- 
fore an industrial X-ray machine 
could be fatal. 

In fact. the Atlanta scientist 
maintained two weeks were added 
to a man’s life expectancy when 
he takes a job as an atomic 
worker. While the effects of radia- 
‘tion over a 20-year span might 
deprive him of three weeks of 
life. he would gain five weeks 
from the constant medical care 
he receives.

16 as the deadline for removing quotas on 
90 percent of the imports from member 
countries. 

2. In this country the National Foreign 
Trade Convention adopted a resolution 
urging further cuts in some American tar- 
iff rates and the welcoming of more for- 


eign-made goods on the domestic market. 
The vote, by 1,800 representatives of ex- 
porting, importing, shipping, banking and 
other concerns, was unanimous. 

3. Secretary of State Dean Acheson, in 
an important statement of U. S. economic 
foreign policy, declared it is a delusion to 
believe the United States enjoys a “favor- 
able balance of trade” merely because it 
sells more than it buys in world commerce. 

The action:taken by the OEEC Council 
is merely a short step in the unification 
process that has been urged by ECA Ad-

Home-coming; 
K Sentimental Journey 


I was back for the home-coming day. After 

lunch I had one of those urges to make a sort 

Riise of sentimental journey. For four years, begin- 

ning in the Fall of 1913, I had walked every school day the four- 

mile round trip, two miles in the morning and back at night. It 

usually was night, because in those days I was on the football 

and basketball teams, and ran a poor mile for the track team. 

In Fall and Winter it was always dark when I walked home, 

feeling clean, and relaxed and tired after the practice and the 
shower at the end of it. 


I can remember the houses yet, along the way. In many of 
them I knew people. If I was not too late I often stopped in at 
some of them and visited, having a glass of milk, and talking big 
with the boy: of the house, whom I knew from grade school, but 
who now was at one of the high schools. I still remember the 
cold nights, when the air seemed to bite way down deep in the 
lungs, and the stars seemed big and close. I remember how in 
Fall there was always the smell of burning leaves in the crisp, 
biting air. The rainy nights were the worst, and the two miles 
seemed long and hard. There were only a few street lights, and 
they small, dim bulbs at occasional corners, and always there 
were deep puddles in the dark. which overflowed into the shoes. 
Walk The walk I remember best is one when I left school 

early one Spring afternoon because I didn’t feel well. 
Walking along I felt light and giddy. I would seem about to float 
along and then my steps would seem to bang on the walk and the 
jar of each step was almost like a blow. I remember sitting down 
on the steps of the Central Presbyterian Church to think things 
over. I didn’t seem right somehow, but I couldn't figure it out. 
A girl named Russell Foreman, who lived across the street, came 
out on her porch and waved to me. I waved back, thinking how 
curious it was she looked so far away. I got up and went on 
home, floating and feeling as if I could stand off and lock at 
myself. I thought I looked very funny and my floating self 
laughed loud and hysterically at my walking self. 

They found I had scarlet fever, already severely advanced, 
and for days I lay in a great fever. delirious and close to death. 

I remember all that, walking alone the two miles trom my

chool. 

I found myself recalling, too, a line from Edgar Arlington 
Robinson’s poem, “Mr. Flood’s Party,” which goes: 

“And there was nothing in the town below, 

Where strangers would have shut the doors that many friends 
had opened long ago.” 7 

I went up to the old campus and marveled at the building that 
had. been done across the years. I remembered when young elms 
were planted and was made serious by their great size of today. 
The lake was changed from the old one, which had grassy banks, 
a diving board or so, and an anchored raft. I remembered Feb. 
0. 1915, when, on a dare, | broke the ice which extended three 
or four feet from the bank, so that I could dive in and swim out 
to the raft and back. It was my birthday and I felt good and 


sure about everything. 

At the football field, where I had worked, played 
Football and practiced for four seasons, there was . aan 
going on between the junior teams of McCallie and Darlington. I 
leaned against the fence and watched, my thoughts going back to 
the old days. I could feel myself out there again. I could hear 
the panting breath and hear again the rasp of canvas pants, the 
churning of feet, the gasped-out exclamations. I could feel again 
that wonderful spirit of comradeship, of sharing in common effort 
for a cause which for us was solemn and great. I remembered 
again the steam of the shower room in the little old shack, the 
doghouse, we called it, which the football team used as its quar- 
ters; the laughter, the songs. My first captain was Alex Stewart, 
later a great surgeon. He died in an automobile wreck in Arizona 
years ago. 

Two old classmates found me there at the fence and broke the 
dream. It was time it was done. We talked a while, remember- 
ing forgotten names and happenings. I remembered my agony in 
the school plays—I was going to be a great actor then and, to 
tell the truth, almost went trouping with Fritz Leiber’s Shake- 
spearean company after he left Robert Mantell and formed his own 
company. It was a wrench for me, because I all but worshiped 
Mantell. He used to say he was my cousin because there was a 
McGill in his ancestry. But Leiber told me the truth, namely, that 
my voice did not have the dramatic range to enable me to go 
far. Sol played in plays like “What Happened to Jones?” “Brown 
of Harvard,” “A College Town,” and so on. 

But back to my agony. I was a shy and self-conscious boy, and 
in the plays when I had to kiss a girl I nearly diea. It had to be 
really done the night of the real play. 


Pp I was on the home-coming program. Standing there 
rogram speaking, in the great new and beautiful gymnasium, 
which cost $350,000 and stands as a memorial to Rody Davenport 
and 63 McCallie men who died in World War II, I remembered 
how it had been in my day. I looked at the rows of boys and 
they looked so young because they were young. 

There, I found myself thinking, are the hills to which we all 
lift up our eyes for help—the tiers of young men who keep com- 
ing on. 

I remembered seeing them committed to battle in the last war; 
the dead at Bastogne; and watching artillerymen digging in their 
guns and thinking how young they looked because they were 
young. And I found myself praying as I said my speech, “God, 
please don’t let there be another one.” 

At the alumni dinner I was enormously cheered. I was not 
the oldest alumnus present. I was the third oldest. . 


G I went to the night game with Culver Academy. Mc- 
ame Callie, like Culver, Darlington, SMA and some of the 
others, makes a team out of the boys who naturally come to school. 
They have no subsidies and no “encouragements.” 

Culver had won last year, but this time McCallie was winning. 
I could see myself out there, eager, tense and waiting for the kick- 
offs more than 30 years ago. 

By half time, the north wind and the night chill had gone deep 
and I excused myself from the Headmaster’s box and went home, 
a weary old alumnus, feeling older than he really was, all tired 
out with home-coming day and ready for bed. 

But still, it was grand.

How Soon a Soviet Bomb Supply? 


WASHINGTON—Lest everyone forget the changed world we 
are living in, it might be wise to begtn each day by repeating, 
“Six and twenty-five make thirty-one, and twenty-five makes fifty- 
six.” The incantation will have meaning, for these figures are the 
best available estimates of the annual Soviet production of atomic 
weapons. 

In other words, if the intefligence experts have calculated cor- 
rectly, the Kremlin will possess a stockpile of six atomic bombs 
by September, 1950; of 31 by September, 1951, and of 56 by Sep- 
tember, 1952. 


Guess Forecasts like this must, of course, be taken with a grain 

of salt, even when they emanate from authoritative 
sources. There is no way of telling whether the analysts have now 
overrated Soviet capabilities, or are still erring on the low side as 
in the past. All that can be said for these figures is that thev 
represent the best guess available concerning the most critical 
single factor in the grim timetable of world events. 

The meaning of the figures is simple and obvious. Within two, 
three or four years, depending on the caution of their military 
planners, the masters of the Kremlin will have a sufficient stock- 
pile of atomic weapons to begin bullying the nations of Western 
Europe. Not long thereafter, if the Soviet war planners can mean- 
while solve the problem of an attack at such long range, their stock- 
pile will also become a threat to the United States. 


Ores On the brighter side, the analysts have only one cun- 

tribution to make, In the late thirties, the Soviet govern- 
ment superintended and published a detailed, highly professional 
geological survey of the USSR as then constituted. By a strange 
chance, this official geological survey appears to show that the 
vast Russian land mass suffers from the same lack of satisfactory 
sources of fissionable raw stuff as the land mass of the United 
State. 

Unfortunately, this hopeful theory !s strongly disputed by the 
same realistic minority of analysts who insisted that the Soviets 
would produce the Beria bomb at a relatixely early date. These 
realists say first that the Soviet geological survey cannot be re 
garded as absolutely reliable, having been taken before the Geiger 
counter era. 


Straw In anv case, it will be as foolish now to rest our hopes 

on a supposed limitation of Soviet raw material sources, 
as it has proved foolish already, to say that “Russia will never get 
the bomb because the Russians haven't got the know-how.” 

The grim truth is that a situation can easily be imagined, in 
which the Kremlin will gain the mastery of Eurasia without ex- 
pending a single atomic bomb. For if our allies overseas feel that 
we in the United States are too feeble to succor them, they will not 
stop to count whether the Soviet stockpile is 50 bombs, or a hun- 
dred or 200. The weaker among them will come to terms. The 
stronger will find themselves outflanked. Such are the risks in- 
volved in a policy of weakness, which is excused on the ground 
that the richest nation in the world is too poor to afford an ade- 
quate national defense.

Charlie Bayne has written that book. 


Charlie Bayne? 


Ellis Arnall told me once Charlie Bayne is one of 


the smartest men he ever knew. But I don't agree with Ellis. I think 


he’s THE smartest. 


Charlie Bayne rounded out his first three-score and ten back in 1940 
and is now nine vears on his second. In those 79 years he has gone from Milledgeville, 
where he was born, to Macon, where he is still writing most of the editorials for the 
Telegraph. It’s not far as the crow flies but as Bayne went ft has been a long and fas- 
cinating journey, taking him across many countries and bringing him into contact with 
hundreds of fabulous characters. 


Charlie Bayne tells of them in his new book, “Coming of the Crow's Feet,” released 
vesterday bv Tupper and Love. Bavne’s remarkable memory goes back to the days of 
Herschel Johnson and Henry Grady. He went to Washington in 1893 to cover the Fifty- 
Third Congress, in the Stnate of which from Georgia were Alfred Colquitt and Gen. 
John B. Gordon. He traveled with Tom Watson and wrote the news story that gave 
“Pitchfork Ben” Tillman his name. Charlie Bayne, in short, was part and parce) of an- 
other era and yet he is very much alive in this one. He is able, with his remarkable 
faculty for description, to capture the flavor of those days which seem so long ago, 
to bring alive the men and women who to many are simply legendary. 


Charlie Bayne’s book may not sell. There is nothing in it of sex or sin. Indeed, the 
publisher was unable to find thecein even one bosomy heroine to provide the conven- 
tional cleavage on the jacket. Nor is it even an expose of the South in the best Cald- 
well-Smith tradition. Mr. Charlie is not one of those wild-eyed do-gooders who de- 
mands the millenium before nigntfall. He recognizes that there is much which needs 
to be done in the South—as elsewhere. And he has spent a lifetime of intelligent 
effort to do it. But, when he sat down to write his book, it was for and about those 
he loved’and not a job of muck-raking calculated to cater to outlanders. 


As I sav, “Coming of the Crow’s Feet” is no “Strange Fruit” or “Tobacco Road.” 
Which is, come to think of it, about the highest recommendation I can give it.

School Mistakes 


Editor Constitution: The most amazing waste 
of the time and energy of school pupils seems to 
me a system evolved chiefly for the benefit of 
the teachers: viz., having the children do a lot 
of their lessons in writing; never with any super- 
vision or correction. I’ve seen this plan used ex- 
tensively in other States also, apparently just to 
keep them “out of the teachers’ hair,’ with little 
or no benefit to the pupils. My little girl of eight 
must write her spelling lesson three times! True, 
this may tend to fix the words in their minds 
in some degree, but requires so many times more 
time as to be utterly unprofitable. 

Unquestionably teachers should be well paid, 
but if they are less effective than the handi- 
capped “section hands” and farm laborers that 
used to teach us at one-fifth or one-sixth their 
salaries, then I say they're already overpaid. 
Another mistake is starting children in schoo! 
too young: the best results under my observa 
tion were at about eight years. Don’t rob them 
of their babyhood: who would put a 10 or 12- 
month colt into harness? A child can learn more 
in books in a month at eight than in six at five 
or six. Anyway, real education is not for the 
millions, but for the few; though prooably all 
should be taught a little Readin’, ’Ritin’ and ’Rith- 
metic. I’ve seen many good laborers “educated” 
into bums. And many of my schoolmates with 
only a smattering of education have far out- 
stripped me, with all my “advantages.” Indeed, 
nearly all those I’ve known personally who have 
succeeded in life seemed hopeless in school. Of 
three I knew in college who never could answer 
a single question. one became a very successful 
preacher, the other two highly paid lawyers. An- 
other nearly as,‘“dumb,” married the daughter 
of a multimillionaire.

Before that, also in a Republican administra- 
tion, we got the Interstate Commerce Act to regu- 
late the railroads which were 
against small shippers, farmers and consumers. 
Later, in the Theodore Roosevelt Republican ad- 
ministration, we got power for the ICC to go 
into the railroads’ books, a piece of legislation 
that had to be handled in the Senate by a South 
Carolina Democrat, ‘‘Pitchfork Ben” Tillman, as 
TR’s Republican leaders refused. The first 
Roosevelt also sought the dissolution of great

“trusts,” as did William Howard Taft after him. 

From “Teddy” Roosevelt, too, came the first 
broad statement of policy about the public in- 
terest in our rivers, how they belonged to all 
the people, and how they should be developed 
in an integrated way for navigation, con- 
trol, electric power under supervision of the 
Federal Government, and should not be exploited 
by private interests for their profit. 

He, of course, was “destroying the liberties of 
the people,” too. 

And so on through the years up to now. 

Does a man enjoy freedom when great monop- 
olies can dictate how he can do business, or 
whether he can do business at all, or when they 
conspire to charge more than necessary for a 
fair profit? Today they are still with us. Is a 
man free when, as formerly, he could be thrown 
out of work for no reason, had no say in what 
his wages and working conditions should be? 
So we got guaranteed collective bargaining final- 
ly. Is a man free and independent when, though 
working faithfully, he is thrown out of work 
because of depression or illness and has no means 
of support, or, reaching old age, has not been 
able to lay by enough to sustain him? So we 
got Social Security finally, by which his Govern- 
ment steps in to provide a way for him to pro- 
tect himself. 

Is a man free when, because of his color or 
race, he can’t move about freely, or when, be- 
cause of race or color, he is denied the most 
precious right of a democracy, the right to vote— 
all involved in the civil rights program which 
a powerful element in the President’s own party 
is fighting? 

It is to remove these shackles and extend the 
freedom of individuals in our democracy that this 
evolutionary process has gone on through the 
years, and must continue to go on. It is nota 
matter of politics. Whether we should do these 
things should not be a subject of controversy in 
these times, but only how we can do them best.

ADA---Advocate of the Master State

The National Chairman of ADA is Hubert 
Humphrey, a freshman Senator from Minnesota, 
and the National Board includes a mixture of 
left-wing or Marxian Democrats and fellow trav- 
elers of the Communists. Its prospectus or plat- 
form says it is a non-Communist organization and 
Humphrey, himself, in a recent speech under the 
appropriate auspices of the New York Herald 
Tribune, plumped for that omnibus ism which all 
factions and fractions of that school, from Elea- 
nor the Great to Josef Stalin, call “democracy.” 
However, in the current New York campaign, 
ADA indorsed Stanley M. Isaacs, a nominal Re- 
publican, who nevertheless has been associated 
with 69 fronts, including 17 which have been 
branded subversive by the Attorney General of 
the United States. 


Typical names from the roster of national 
officers and members of the National Board 
are Chester Bowles, who tasted totalitarian 
power as chief of the OPA and liked the the 
flavor; Herbert H. Lehman, Frank P. Graham, 
Melvin Douglas, Leon Henderson, David Du- 
binsky, and F. D. Roosevelt, Jr. They all 
tend toward the establishment of a Master 
State and elimination of the 48 States. 


Although ADA is frankly a parasite and a 
political solvent organized to cause the disinte- 
gration of the two big political parties and re- 
duce our politics to continental European confu- 
gion, Humphrey nevertheless had the effrontery 
to say recently that “one of the traditional arti- 
cles of our political faith has been our belief 
in the two-party system.”

The confiscation of land, including homes, 
is approaching through more and more auda- 
cious local taxes, often on-the pretext that 
the school system is decrepit and must be 
modernized by bond tissues.

It’s money, again. Not enough of it, 
of course. 

Top priority will be given the hesitant salaries of Georgia’s 300 
or 80 public health nurses—“the backbone of the Public Health 
Department”—when the next money becomes available to that 
agency. 

On the heels of a disturbing study revealing that Georgia's 

‘State nurses are paid less than those in any adjoining State, far 
less than salaries paid by the Veterans Administration, voluntary 
th agencies, private industries or the United States Public 
Health Service, Dr. T. Ki Sellers, State Health Director, said that 
special attention will be given the spread between beginning work- 
ers and top executives. 


“We would have done it before this if it could have been done 
with a little money,” Dr. Sellers said, “but it will involve $150,000 
or more a year to make the adjustment.” 


With the people clamoring for more and more services in rural 
counties, where the nurse IS the Public Health Agency, Dr. Sellers 
says he is faced with the dilemma of either cutting out some of the 
services and strengthening a smaller organization, or continuing 
os = the Health Department to be spread thinly over a needy 

ate. 

Georgia is in the peculiar position of spending more on certain 
diseases to match funds earmarked for specific purposes by the 
Federal Government. Example is the war on venereal disease, 
a battle that might be waged less lustily right now in Georgia 
if it were not for Uncle Sam, who says we have to match him, 
penny for penny, or he won’t give us a dime for VD control. 

That attitude can’t be changed, so the Health Department has 
accepted it, and has made great strides to kill off the unpleasant 
social infections. 

Next thing on the agenda after the staff nurse increases: the re- 
establishmeht of the periodic raise for all nurses, likewise a casualty 
of fiscal poverty.

14-Ib. salted Spanish peanuts.

‘FIRST RATE’ 
Philharmonic Official 
Lauds Atlanta Orchestra

One of America’s leading authorities on symphony or- 
chestras last night said the Atlanta Symphony Orchestra 
was “rist-rate,” and a ety full house of cheering Atlan- 
tars agreed with him. 


Arthur Judson, Executive Secre- 
tary and Manager of the Philhar- 
monic-Symphony Society of New 
York, said Atlanta has an orches- 
tra of which it may be proud as he 
listened to the Symphony in its 
second subscription concert of the 
1949-50 season at the Municipal 
Auditorium. He was the guest of 
Marvin McDonald. Manager of the 
Atlanta Music Club's “All-Star 
Concert Series.” 


At intermission. the noted New 
Yorker told reporters the Orches- 
tra definitely was “fir# rate”. He 
said the Symphony was “young 
and virile and possesses an un- 
usually good tone.” And, although 
he declined to compare the Atlanta 
orchestra to organization in other 
cities of the Nation. he said it was 
an orchestra of promise. 


He was particularly impressed 
with its vouth and its size, saying 
it was considerably larger than or- 
chestras representing other cities 
of Atlanta's size. 


Judson came to Atlanta espe- 
cially for last night’s concert, but 
the exact nurpose of his visit was 
not made known. He is one of the 
country’s foremost impresarios 
and he specializes in booking tours 
for symphony orchestras. it was 
understood. 

Robert Harrison, Georgia's own 
violin virtuoso, was soloist for last 
night’s concert. and he. too, drew 
a rousing ovation from the audi- 
ence that almost filled up the 
huge auditorium. Playing with 
calm assurance. technical bril- 
liance and good tonal balance. 
Harrison again proved himself a 
top-flight artist. 

He played Bach’s “Concerto ice 
Violin in A-Minor,”’ and Chaus- 
son’s “Poeme for Violin and Or- 
chestra.” Both were played beau- 
tifully. 

Maestro Henry Sopkin opened 
the program with a new score, 
David Van Vactor’s “Overture to 
a Comedy, No. 2.” a work in the 
modern idiom. It’ was willingly 
accepted by the audience. 

For its major work, the orches- 
tra played Kalinnikow’s “Sym- 
phony No. 1,” a score that proved 
the most popular program work
